A second reservation pro- 
vided that we should withdraw from 
he league unless the member na- 
tions consented to reduce their ar- 
maments. A third provided that we 
should withdraw from the league un- 
less the member nations gave their 
pooplc the right to a 
referendum 


vote on the question of peace or war. 
Those reservations, one after an- 
other were voted down. Senators 
Borah, France, Gronna, Johnson and 
all the progressive senators, voted 
for every one of them. The same 
senators who—like Mr. 
Lcnroot— 


volcd to put the United States in tht 
league, telling the people it was a 
league of peace, voted against these 
reservahions which would have up- 
rooted the real causes of war.

James Thompson, who is unequivo-

without reservations, than by send- 
ing back to the Senate the .Only man 
in Wisconsin who voted twice to put 
us in the league of nations. 


Senator Lenroot's Record 


I have reviewed the record of

• "The Miulberger law started out 
by saying that a beverage should not 
be considered intoxicating unless it 
contained more than two and one- 
half peroentum of alcohol by weight" 
(nearly three and a quarter by vol- 
ume). It then says, but if con- 
gress shall by a valid net which 
shall be paramount to any state law 
on the subject, define the words 'in- 
toxicating liquor* as used in Article 
18 of the constitution, then such de- 
finition shall be the definition there- 
of under this subdivision." 


"Congress did. thereafter 
define 


intoxicating liquor in the Volstead 
act aa one-half of one pet -cent by 
volume. The U. S. supreme court

Volstead definition (one-half of one 
per cent) the Mulberger definition.

fancy light grades of the new Suma- 
tra is also reported as fairly active, 
and importers entertain no doubt 
that a sustained and healthy demand 
for the better grades will continue, 
in spite of tho high range of prices 
which they must of necessity de- 
mand. Importers 
point out that 


while the purchases of the 1919 crop 
of Sumatra wrappers, including all 
grades, totals approximately 40,000 
bales, the quantity of fine light to- 
baccos is no larger than that obtain- 
ed from the normal importation of 
from 25,000 to 30,000 bales, as fully 
KMJOO bales of this total contribut- 
ed nothing to the percentage of fine 
light wrappers, but was composed 
largely of lower grade tobaccos, in-.1 
eluding many marks never before 
brought into this market.

same time it is an established fact 
that the 1920 crop will be a very

JOHNSON AND LENROOT 


O 


N; November 18,1919, Senator Hiram Johnson, of California, 
offered a reservation to the League of Nations in the Sen- 


ate of which he said: 


, "It is the third attempt which I hare made in this body to 


obtain equal representation and equal voting power for our 
country with Great Britain. . . When, my friends, did we 
become so poor a nation that we were entitled to only one-sixth 
of t&e representation or the voting power of any nation on the 
face of the earth? 


"Oh, you may vote it down if you will. 
You may say, 


if you want, as you have said heretofore, that Great Britain 
'shall have six representatives and we have one; that Great Brit- 
ain is entitled in our world partnership to six times the vote that 
>we have and sax times ihe representation. Say it if you will! 
I dare say to you that outside of this Chamber, there are no 
Americans who say it, and, saving a very few, the only men in 
all this bud today who insist that Great Brita'n shall have six 
times the power, six times the votes, and six times the represen- 
tation of the United States of America are the Members of the 
United States Senate." 


Senators Reed, Knox and Borah then spoke advocating the 


adoption of the Johnson reservation. 


Senator Lcnroot opposed the Johnson reservation as fol- 


lows: 


"This so-called reservation is not a reservation at aU; but 


is an amendment, because it increases the number of votes that 
the United States sha'3 have under the treaty; it changes the 
terms of the treaty; it affects ail of the parties to the treaty. . . 
So that this so-called reservation has no business here, because 
it is not a reservation." 


Senator Johnson then repHed to Senator Lenroot as fol- 


lows : 


"Mr. President, I can not permit to remain unchallenged the 


remarks of the Senator from Wisconsin (Mr. Lenroot). 
He is 


wholly in error in his conception of the possibilities or the ex- 
tent of ihe reservation which I have offered. 


^£1 am not wholly able to understand the position of the 


Senator from Wisconsin. Perhaps that is entirely' a matter of 
indifference. He made two speeches against two amendments 
that I offered, and he voted for the amendment in each instance, 
li I were able to construe the speech which he has just made in 
opposition to the reservation and his vote were to be the same, 
1 would not have any quarrel with him, nor would I indeed, say 
aught more concerning it, because, after all, I take it that the 
vote that a Senator casts is the controlling factor and is the 
thing which is to be most desired in the case of an amendment 
so important as this particular amendment, . . Is the Sen- 
ator for or against the reservation now?" 
"'' "Mr. LEXROOT: I am against this reservation; but 1 
want to say to the Senator that if he will offer it in the Senate 
again, 1 will vote for it as an amendment, as I did before. . . 


Mr. JOHNSON. . 
- The difficulty with the Senator (Mr. 


, Lenroot) is that— 


He could distinguish and divide 
A hair twixt south and southwest side— 


and he has been indulging in that kind of argument." 


The vote was then taken on the Johnson reservation. It 


was defeated 43 Yeas, to 46 Nays, all but a handful of the Re- 
publicans voting for the reservation, and the Democratic Sena- 
tors combining with the "mild reservationists" against the reser- 
vation. 


Borah. Brandegee, France, Gronna, Harding, Johnson, 


Knox, La Toilette, Lodge, McCormick, Moses, Norris, Reed, 
Sherman, and Walsh, of Mass, were among the Senators voting 
FOR the Johnson reservation. 


Senator Lenroot. voted AGAINST the reservation, joining 


with the Democratic Senators and the "mild reservationiists'' 
Republicans McNary, Keyes, Nelson, Kellogg, Colt, and Hale.
